Shades of Baron Munchausen! 

From busy Fleet street, in London, wrapped within the covers 
of the current “John O'London’s Weekly,” comes the weirdest story 
of Alberta ever told. Covering an entire page under the characteris- 
tically vague headline, “Leading An Unquiet Life,” is unfolded a re- 
view of a book called “Wanderlust.” The writer, Capt. Dare Dubois- 
Phillips, apparently penned his masterpiece (or that part devoted to 
Alberta at least) while under the influence of some new form of in- 
tliectual poppy. 

At the outset, the writer says he was wounded during the round- 
up of a large gang of horse thieves, two hundred of the letter being 
shot down by 150 assembled ranchers and cowboys who slaughtered 
them off like flies in an open gulch in Western Canada.

The outlaws in their exposed position were in a 
hopeless case from the start. There was something terrible in lying 
snugly in one’s cover and shooting down men in the open. The gulch, 
by the beginning of the second day, was like a shambles with dead 
and dying bodies, and at this juncture our leader again called on them 
to lay down their rifles and end the dreadful slaughter. As defiantly 
as before they told us again to ‘Go To Hell’ and hardly stopped fir- 
ing to pay attention to such a foolish request. They may have been 
villains but they were very brave men. The fight did not stop until 
every man of them was shot down.” 

Close to home—at the Calgary Stampede in fact, the gallant cap- 
tain says he woke up in Holy Cross Hospital after riding “a notorious 
buck-jumper.” His book says he was $500 richer,-having won the ride 
— he had three broken ribs and a badly strained heart. Oh,

in their thousands one day in intense cold—while some convivial gent 
driving home in his buggy, alcoholically dozed, which caused the horse 
to stop—and man, horse and buggy were discovered—just a triune 
frozen stiff. '

in Mexico, banditry, Cuban romance culminating in knife wounds, 
smacking down U. S. policemen and madness in the Mojave Desert are 
mere fillips to the captain's lurid epic.

On a triangular course 
in light breezes, nothing afloat that moves by 


sail could hope to outrun 
Endeavour. But on a cross- 
Atlantic race the fishing 


schooner would romp away 
from the famous racing sloop. 
She would pound through 
seas that the Endeavour 
couldn't thrust her aristocra- 
tic nose into, and she'd carry 
heavy canvas in weather 
when Endeavour daren’t lift 
he racing cotton. And on a 
long run the old Cutty Sark 
—still afloat in Plymouth Harbour, would show 
a clean pair of heels to both of them, 


Most of the America Cup races have been 
raced at 8 to 10 knot speed. With all the wind 
she can stand on a favorable reach Endeavour 
could probably hit a 14-knot gait. Bluenose

| ripple. Many a time she logged 172 knots for 
hours on end under sea conditions where 


neither the pride of Britain’s yachting fleet or 
even the pride of the Atlantic fishing fleet could 
carry full sail. 

Mrs. Sopwith lamented that the hardest part 
of being a yachtswoman is learning the sea 
lingo. Like a marine bill of lading which is 
couched in terms so obsolete that no ordinary 
person can understand it, sea phrases have 
their roots in antiquity. You can’t starboard 
your helm without paying tribute to the days 
when Viking marauders worked the rudder with 
a helm of timber, and guided their vessel over 
the uncharted waters by means of an astrolobe 
at the right hand of the steersman by which 
he kept course by a star. 
| Somebody wants to know if its correct to 

refer to a vessel going so many “knots an hour.” 
It isn’t as a matter of fact. The knot was a device 
for measuring speed long before patent brass 
| logs were devised. The navigator trailed a line 
| behind his ship. It towed a triangular piece 
of wood, known as the log chip, the lower edge 
of which was weighted with lead so that the 
log chip floated in an upright position, making 
a resistance to the vessel's progress. At regular 
intervals along the line were knots, 47 ft. 3 ins. 
| apart. When he wanted to know how fast his 
ship was travelling, the master, with a sand- 
glass by his side, would let the log line run 
loose on the reel, and see how many knots would 
| slip by as the sand ran out. He called his ship's 
| speed by the number of knots—four knots— 
five knots—six knots, etc. The sandglasses were 
adjusted to 14 and 28 seconds. 


‘It’s like a sailor to take arbitrary measure- 
ments of length and time like 47 ft. 3 inches and 
14 seconds and 28 seconds. But from these the 
navigator not only had his knot speed, but by 
an arithmetical process could work out from it 
the number of statute miles per hour. If he'd 
fixed the knots at intervals of 44 feet, the num- 


ber of knots per 28 seconds would have been

‘Tomatoes 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The tomato was first found and cultivated 
in South America, but it did not become popular 
as a food until less than seventy-five years ago. 
It was looked upon with suspicion because the 
plant is a member of the nightshade family 
which, however, includes such widely used 
plants as the potato and 
tobacco. 

The tomato has been cul- 
tivated from a small, sour, 
wrinkled fruit into many 
different sizes and_ colors. 
Some of the large “beef- 
steak” tomatoes measure over 
twenty inches in circumfer- 
ence. These large tom#toes 
are used principally for can- 
ning, with much tonnage be- 
ing turned into canned toma- 
to juice. People are today eating tomatoes be- 
cause they like them and also drinking the can- 
ned juice for the same reason. An increasingly 
large number of people are also using tomatoes 
because they have found them to have healthful 
qualities. 

Besides containing malic and citric acid, the 
tomato has an abundance of mineral salts, spch 
as potash, lime, magnesium and iron. They are 
especially rich in the first thee impotant vita- 
mins, A, B and C. The C vitamin, which pe- 
vents scurvy, is not destroyed through cooking

* tomatoes as it is with almost every other food. 


Many of the tomatoes in the market are 
picked green and allowed to ripen during ship- 
ment. It has been found that this does not in- 
terfere with the growth of the vitamins, as they 
continue to increase until the fruit is thoroughly 
ripe, whether the ripening takes place in the 
field or during shipment. 


} 
Everyone from childhood to old age requires | 


enough foods containing the clusive C vitamin, 
and there is no more valuable source from | 
which to obtain it than in fresh or canned toma- } 
toes. Canned tomatoes and tomato juice are | 
equally as wholesome as the fresh fruit since 
cooking does not change the food value.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1759, the first 
Church of England service was 
held at Quebec. It was in the

Motor Cars For Ministers 


The question of government- 
owned cars for the use of cabinct 
ministers has recently been a 
subject of much public interest 
through the action of the new 
government in Ontario in dis- 
posing by public auction of the 
government cars recently used by 
the defeated cabinet ministers in 
that province. A year or so ago 
Prime Minister Bennett ordered 
the sale of a'l cars that had been 
used by cabinet ministers. It 
would therefore appear that both 
the Dominion and Ontario gov- 
ernments felt that they could not 
afford this luxury, and have de- 
cided to save the expense of their 
operation and maintenance 

Taking these facts in considera- 
tion the people of the province of 
Alberta will no doubt be inter- 
ested in a return tabled in the 
legislature near the close of the 
last session by Hon. O. L, Mc- 
Pherson, minister of public works, 
the request of Mr. Hugh J 
Montgomery, M.L.A. of Wetaski- 
win, and which has not received 
the publicity it deserves. 

The questions asked by Mr 
Montgomery brought the follow- 
ing information:

Civic Finance Committee 
to Ask Council to Regis-| 
ter Strong Protest With! 


Two Governments. 


General discussion of vexatious 
relief problems by the civic fin- 
ance committee at a special 
meeting Wednesday brought forth 
one solid decision—that the city 
was not going to quietly submit 
to the ruling of the Dominion 
government that the joint contri- | 
bution of the Dominion and prov- | 
ince toward Edmonton's relief | 
costs would be a flat $47,500 a | 
month from now on. At least | 
$50,000 is needed, the committee | 


contends. 


Support was given a motion by 
Ald. James East that the committee | 
recommend to council that the city | 
formally register a protest with the| 
two superior governments on the 
question of the reduction in the 
relief contribution “which leaves | 
us to face the responsibility of an 
increased relief burden.” 

On the motion of Ald. J. W. Find- | 
lay, commissioners were instructed 
to report on various phases of the 
relief question, particularly the 
employment of relief cases. This 
report will be considered at the| 
next meeting of the committee. 

Referring to the comparative | 
costs of direct relief in Edmonton 
and Calgary, Mayor D. K. Knott} 
pointed out that while there ool 
more heads of families on relief in| 
Calgaryy Edmonton had more de- | 
pendents to care for. 

Quoting relief expenditures for} 
August, 1934 and 1933, H. F. © “cKee, 
manager of the special relief de- 
partment, told the committee that 
relief last month cost $85,790 as 
compared to $75,290.35 for August, | 


1933, showing an increase of about 
$13,000 this year. The number on 
relief last month was 8,596 as 
against 10,345 for August, 1933.
